World’s ‘Finances Now in Pros: 
perous Condition. 


The constantly increasing attendance at 
the World's Fair has developed the belie? 
among Exposition officials that no part of 
the $1,000,000 loan, negotiated a few weeks 
ago with the local banks and trust com- 
panies, will be needed to meet the obliga- 
tions of the Fair. At the time.the ar- 
rangements for the loan were made; it was 
thought there would be a decrease in at- 
tendance during August and the early part 
of September, and for that reason that 
the eee: would probably encounter 
some difficulty in meeting the payments 
of $500,000 to the government every # days, 
and at the same time keep up its running 
xpenses. 

he average daily attendance for the past 
two weeks, however, has been 119,562, which, 
with the per cent received from conces- 
sions, will make the daily receipts of the 
Exposition about $75,000. It is estimated 
the daily expense of the Fair, including 
the wovernment loan, is $65,000.

PRINCESS LOUISE IS 
CEPT FROM HUSBAND 


King of Saxony Has Persistently 
Thwarted Son’s Plans for Recon- 


ciliation With Erring Wile. 

PARIS, Aug. 30.—A pathetic story of how 
an intended reconciliation between the 
Crown Prince of Saxony and his divorced 
wife, Princess Louise, was frustrated at 
the last moment by the sudden whim of the 
old king of Saxony, is told by the special 
correspondent in Hungary of the Petit Par- 
isien. The account comes from Tatrafured, 
a pretty summer resort in the district of 
Kassa. 

For a long time past the crown prince 
has ardently desired a reconciliation with 
his divorced wife, and as the result of ne- 
gotiations carried on last spring it had 
been arranged that the pair should meet. 
The prince and his five children were to 
spend a month at Tatrafured, and the 
princess, traveling as the countess of Mon- 
tignoso, was to visit the same district, 
staying at a hotel in the adjoining gvater- 
ing place. 


The meeting was to take place as though 
by accident during an excursion in the 
mountains. 

A luxurious suite of 4 rooms for the 
crown prince and his children was taken 
at Tatrafured for four weeks, and all ar- 
rangements had been made. 

Suddenly, at the end of June, the King of 
Saxony, for reasons which have not trans- 
pired, but influenced no doubt by enemies 
of the ex-crown princess at court, refused 
to consent to the plan. 

As, however, all the arrangements had 
becn made for the trip, the crowd prince 
decided to take his children to Tatrafured 
and pass at least a portion of the stipulated 
tiine there. 

But in order to prevent any meeting tak- 
ing place between the crown prince and his 
former wife, the King of Saxony arranged 
for the entire length of the railway between 
Oderberg and Kassa to be closely watched 
by large numbers of police agents well ac- 
quainted with the ex-crown princess’ &p- 
"Under these circumst 

nder ese circumstances, and to ay 
such a rebuff, it is thought robable that 
the ‘princess, who was recently in Vienna 
wlil remain away. - 

The correspondent was able to visit the 
apartments at the Grand Hotel occupied by 
the crown prince and his children. On a 
table in the prince’s bedroom was a jarge 
photograph of the erring but repentant 
princess, and in each of the children’s 
roums was a portrait of their mother, on 
which had been written the words, “Meine 
liebe Mamma” (My dear Mammeg). 

From one of the prince’s dependents the 
correspondent learned that every evening 
the crown prince arfd his children knee] to- 
gether in front of the princess’ photograph, 
and the little ones repeat after him the fol. 
lowing simple prayer: “Lieber Gott, gieb 
uns unsere Mamma zurueck” (Dear ‘od 
gives us back our mamma).

PRIED SOUVENIRS 


Hundreds Daily Follow Exposition 
Garden Caretakers in Order to 
Get Discarded Blossoms. 


More popular than the wittiest- barker or 
the freakiest freak at the World's Fair is 
the unassuming gardener who says noth- 
ing but crawls about on his hands and 
knees with a long pair of shears, looking 
for blossoms that ought to be cut. 

Since the plants in the great flower beds 
of the Exposition have begun to bloom he 
is followed all day long by a crowd of 
wotnen and children, who go home at night 
loaded down. with many-colored blossoms. 

Bouquets from the World's Fair gardens 
have come to be more treasured as souve- 
nirs than even the breakfast food boxes, 
the packages.of tea and the hundred other 


things which anxious exhibitors give away.: 


A smal) army of gardeners is employed 


to care for the flowering plants in the 
plazas and gardens. Every flower bed tn a 
riot of color and the blossoms are so thick 
that hundreds must be cut daily to allow 
the plants a healthy growth. ‘These flow- 
ers, of which any greenhouse would be 
proud, are thrown away unless a visitor 
asks for them, and the visitors have found 
this out. 

Street cars from the Fair at night look 
as if they carrted parties that had een 
on flower-gathering expeditions into the 
country. Bouquets have taken the place of 
fans and other articles in the hands of 
souvenir lovers.

HARD TO REACH THE CHAIRMAN 


-_-_o_oeoOoOo 


Three Floors of Big Building Are 
Needed for Committee’s Work, 
Which Is Now Well Begun. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aus. o7.—Of all the rooms 
in the Democratic national headquarters 
that of Chairman Taggart is the most se- 
cluded, and that much burdened man sat 
there yesterday with his feet on a bright 
Turkey rug, his eyes on a small steel safe— 
no larger than the one at Republican head- 
quarters—and- his ears filled with the noise 
of hammering carpenters. 

Mr, Taggart wore a white flannel jacket, 
and the smile of his blue eyes was as a 
summer sea. It was impossible to get into 
his den save through somebody else’s room 
and, with 2200 applications for positions on 
file, that arrangement was necessary. 

The marble building in which the Demo- 
cratic campaign is managed is opposite 
to the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel and about 
400 feet away from |August Belmont’s resi- 
dence on the same street. 


Headquarters Occupies 
Three Floors. 


Three floors have been taken by the na- 
tional committee, a basement for packing 
and unpacking supplies and literature; the 
second floor for the speakers’ bureau, the 
literary bureau, the mailing room, stenog- 
raphers, auditors and bookkeepers and 
other uses not yet decided, and the third 
floor for the fighting captains of the party 

It was on the third floor that the work 
went on yesterday. Elsewhere the carpen- 
ters and furniture movers were supreme. 

The three front rooms, large, sunny and 
commanding the entrance to the Waldorf- 
Astoria, are given up to William F. Shee- 
han, chairman of the executive committec; 
Delancey Nicoll, vice-chairman, and August 
Belmont of the executive committee. These 
three rooms are connected. ‘'n the corri- 
dor, just outside of Mr. Sheehan's room, 
is the waiting place for visitors, the tele- 
phone h and the office of Sergeant- 
at-Arms Martin. 

In the rear of Mr. Nicoll’s room, and 
separated from it by a little corridor, 
is a stenographer'’s room, a file room and 
a long room, temporarily given. up to Mr. 
McConville’s speakers’ bureau and . wi 
Parker’s press bureau. The rear part of 
the “floor is occupled by the offices of Sec- 
retary Urey Woodson and Assistant Sec- 


retary Sefton. 

Just back of Mr. Belmont’s fine front 
room is the windowless den of Mr. Fan- 
ning, who was brought from Indiana to 
assist Chairman Taggart, and just back 
of that is Mr. art’s room, the most 


sheltered nook in the, place. 


Bustle of the 
Campaign Begun. 


There was a good deal of movement and 
chatter in the large room where the speak- 
ers’ and press bureaus are set, and the 
clerks bustled about with a great show of 
energy. There was a swarm of visitors in 
the corridor, too, and some faces not often 
seen in Democratic headquarters. But, for 
the most part, things were inert. Mr. Shee- 
han was off to the Dayis jollification in 
West Virginia. Mr. Belmont went to his 
downtown office early in the day. Mr. Ni- 
coll talked with men who had campaign 


ideas to offer, and Mr. Taggart smoothed 
down offended Democrats or utter rosy 


of the fact that the Demo- 
cratic campaign man rs are practically 
camping in their unfinished quarters—in 
proof of which the janitor’s mattress lies 
doubled up in Secretary Woodson's office— 
there is a business-like hum in the air.
